It is we should probably not have deemed it 
uccossary to make tbe erlticisms, which, as' it is, 
we approach with 8ln<’.ere reluctance. Altliougii 
nine-tenths of the eulogies on this version, w'nlcn we 
have seen, are evidently i»y pcrjons who kuow noth­ 
ing of Greek, and whose knowledge of the vernaon- 
lar Is by no means perfect, a large proportion of onr 
stndcnM a-e too apt to accept them as gospel.

It Is no harm to romeiabcr that many have under­ 
taken to give translations of Homer without any 
knowletlge of the Homeric language, depending for 
•uceesBun their poedc genius, real or Imaginary, 
and on their ability lo re.id and transpose the ver­ 
sions of others. Far be it from ns to insinuate 
that Mr. Bryant belongs to this class, although It 
Is true that from one end of bis ••Iliad” to the 
other wc do not And the slightest evidence of Ills 
having drawn his lu->plration direelly from the 
pure original rountalm 
Not a single note, philo­ 
logical, geograpUical, biograplilcal, or even chrono­ 
logical, do we And In elibcr of the two portly 
volumes before us; not an observation, or a word, 
in the form of prose beyond' the prefa je. itnaius 
us 10 say that It would have been well that this also 
bad liecn omitted; but such is really iho fact, lor mo 
reason that no one quAlided to judge can read it 
wlllioit feeling .xmvlnced tual there are at least 
some of the Homeric characters whiub Mr. Bryant 
has iitterly failed to comprehend. 
JI may seem aaklnd as wcU as nniust to !v«scrt 
I Uat he does not understand even tbe great hero of me 
••Iliad;” but no Homeric scholar wonld require any 
stronger evidence of the fact than that Mr. Bryant's 
estimule of Achilles m that “lie la a feroclous bar­ 
barian at best, and as the narrative proceeds he 
loses all Utle 'o our interest.'' Tiie reasons assigned 
for passing this judgment are such as might have 
b^cn assigned agaüjsf the most ronowmjd ^Ifjeftalui 
órfeal ¡líe, incIuJiug AfcÁHU’^er, Oiesai*, Uaauib.il 
and scipio A fricaniis.^ 
Tiioi'é cab W no 'greater mistake, altliongU no 
mlsUike Is more common, ibau lo regard Achillr.s 
merely as a groat warrior. Ihe critics of all na­ 
tions, from Longlnns and guiiitilUan to Konti'ey 
and Maglnn, consider that bis unfaihomabk; intel­ 
lect is as striking a characleristic of him, ana coii- 
tnbute-s as much to render hun unique lu liis gran­ 
deur as his gigantic slrengUi and indomitable cour­ 
age. The ninth book alone fully Tindl<>.r;o.s Achilles 
from the imputation of barbarity, but it is neces­ 
sary to bo prepar.vl to read U-, as we wui show pres­ 
ently. TUoss who have undergone this prcpuratloa 
need only rea<i the speeches of Uly.sses, rii.cntx and 
Ajax-on the occasion of in. ir being sent as am­ 
bassadors by Agamemnon to AohUles-and the reply 
of the hero to each. Tiieoe speeches have been 
famous lu all age-*. The greato;*t orators since Ho­ 
mer’s time, iiicinding Demosthenea and Cicero, have 
studied them as models. No three orations are 
more unlike than tho.-o of me ambassadors: yet It 
has always been disputed which is the in*si, which is 
constrocied wiUi moat art, which Is ino-*t persuasive, 
orwlilch Is best calculated to disarm reseuimeni; but 
AcliUles is at no loss for a repiy to ihc most ingeni­ 
ous and powerful argiimcnls even of the wise and 
eloquent Biysacs. ine hero proudly and scornrully 
denies that his arauition Is for wealth, fur great 
cilios, or for kiiiRdoms, although he receives and 
treato the Bmba.ssadora witlil he almost courtesy and 
tbe moat friendly liospitality. Ills anger is direcie-1 
solely against Agamemnon, arni the cause of it is 
UIBUII and wrong. Ills beloved Bnsej.s, of wuoui he

A suspension of the writ of habeas corpus 
by the federal goTernmonl iu any of the State» 
in a time of general peaoa would have been 
regarded formerly as a very serious matter. 
Both Americans and Eugllsh—all ¡leople of 
Ibe Anglo-Saxon race—have ever carefully 
guarded their clril right» aa protected by the 
writ of habeas corpus, and have taken alarm 
at the first step to deprive them of these rights. 
The writ of habeas corpus has been regarded 
as the bulwark of liberty, and it is this which 
more tiian anything else led to the freedom 
that we 
enjoy. 
But times have changed. 
Our 
lute 
civil 
w.vr 
and 
the 
de- 
moraliBation which 
ri suited 
from it have 
iL-slroyed in a 
mca.sure 
that 
watchful- 
noss of the American people over 
tbeir 
liberties and jealousy of the encroachment 
of arbitrary 
power. 
Now the 
President 
of the United States suspen^ 
writ of 
habeas corpus in a saclion of our common 
coiuilry and little notice of it is taken, as if 
it were a matter of ordinary occnrrence or of 
no hnportance—as Ifj in fact, no great princi­ 
pie were involved. 
The procíaniátion of the 
President, dated Washington, October 17, 
1871, wliicb was published in our issue last 
Wednesday, places the counties of Spartan- 
burg, York, Marion, Chester, Laurens, New- 
bury, Fairfield, Lancaster and Chesterfield, 
Soulli Carolina, under martial law, on the 
ground that combinations and 
conspiracies 
exist to obstruct and hinder the execution of 
the civil law, and that the federal government 
is called npon to suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus and to govern by military authority, 
ill accordance with the act of Congress passed 
last April. 
If the public mind were not so 
domoraliBed and so indifTerent to this exer­ 
cise of military authority in time of general 
peace there would be a more searching in­ 
quiry as to the causes for or necessity of this 
extraordinary ac Jon of the government. 
Fortunately, the independent press of this 
country is free to discuss the conduct of the 
government and to call public attention to 
this important matter, 
Tho 
independent 
press, as Junius said, is the palladium ot our 
civil and religious liberties. 
Let us see, then, 
what foundation there was for proclaiming 
martial law and creating such a dangerous 
precedent for exercising arbitrary powor in 
this free republic. 
Tlie President tells us in 
his proclamation that combinations and con­ 
spiracies exist in the countios placed under 
mnrlial which cannot be reached by the civil 
law, and these be calls rebellious and insur­ 
rectionary. 
By this he means what is gener­ 
ally known as the Kii KInx. 
Tho changes 
are rung on such expressions as conspiracies, 
organized and armed combinations, violence, 
defiance qf the COnslUu^^d authorities, and so 
0Ó, Inu iLere is no evidence of reb ellio ^r 
insurrection either in tho sense generally 
understood or of the constitution of the United 
Stales. 
The law of Congress on which he 
bases his aciion may have given a new iuter- 
pn-lulion to rebeUloD or insurrection which 
was never meant In the constitution, and ho 
may be acting strictly In conformity with 
tliat. 
But 
the 
lawlesaneas 
of

tew 
Individuals, which at most only extends to a 
sort of lynch law in pnaisliing obnoxious per­ 
sons or those who are guilty of crimes, cannot 
be coustrued into rebellion against the govern- 
m.-nt. Iu fact, there has been no such rebellion 
or insurrection. 
Nor have the proper consti­ 
tuted local authorities called upon the federal 
government to suspend the civil law, as 
1» 
required by the coastitutiou. 
Governor Scott, of South Carolina, when 
asked less than three weeks ago if he were 
opposed to martial law, replied, “Most unequi­ 
vocally I am, aud those men who are so 
clamorous for martial law are pursuing a 
mistaken policy.” 
He said, moreover, that he 
hud no idea General Grant would declare 
martial law, that ho (the Governor) was not in 
favor of It, and that he thought the civil law 
was more efflcieut. 
What belter authority 
docs the administration want than the Governor 
of the State, who is one of its own partisans? 
Then the State is under radical government, 
and most of the authoriVies in it áre opposed 
to martial law. The clamor for such an arbl.rary 
measure comes Irom only a few reckless and 
corrupt disorganiz.TS and aspirants for ofiioe; 
from men who have little interest at slake iu 
the Plate b.'yond what they can make out of 
the offices or the di-ruptioa of civil govern­ 
ment. 
No doubt there have been deplorable 
outrages upon individual» by local band», 
and probably the Civil Rights bill of Congress 
may have been violated in some cases. 
No 
good citiz'>n would attempt to justify tliese. 
But Bueh crimes are not peculiar to South 
Carolina. 
Crimes as bad or more heinous 
are committed in all the Stat-s, and ft would 
Ik* easy enough to sltribitfe them to Ku Kiux 
if it should suit the federal government to do 
80 for political ends. 
Indeed, there might be 
no limit to federal interference in the local 
affUirs of the several Stales, or eve.n in this 
cily of New York, if the proclamation of 
martial law is to follow the commission of 
similar crimes as those perpetrated in South 
Carolina. Should the clamor of a few partisan 
polllieians be heeded more than tho |»rinciples 
of l<>cal selt-governmeal, ap-ju whlcli the 
fabric of our inslltutlon» rests, there will be 
an end to civil liberty, 
11 is a curious fact, showing the reektessness 
of the administration in the high-handed course 
it is pursuing, that one of the most quiet 
conolies in the iStete of South Carolina, that 
of Marion, is included in those placed under 
martial law, while the worst Ku Klux county— 
Union—Is omitted. 
This Governor Scott, it 
fs 8 ^ admits, though he says, in palliation 
of the cooducl of iíié lúmiuistraílon, it must 
be a clerical error. 
If it b? necessary to put 
a portion of South Carolina under martial law 
for crimes against individuals, what should be 
done in North Carolina, where a few bandits 
have successfully defied all tbs constituted 
authorities? Nothing has occurged in South 
Carolina since the war cr>mparable to the 
frightful depredations and deflsnt conduct of 
these bandits in the adjoining Slate, en­ 
trenched iu the swamps fur mouths and cora- 


aullionty ¡ r the government should wUh to 
strain the law for that p»irpose or hod a poli­ 
tical object to accomplish ? 
The Frcsldont Jjclievos, porhap*, he Is doing 
his duty. 
We are not w lll% to think other- 
wlsi*. 
But, unfortunately, he is not a civilian, 
and has little opportunity to study State afllhirs 
In the Hglit of civil and constitutional law. 
His training has been military and his mind 
is Imbued with military ideas. 
No doubt he 
is a patriot and wishes well to the country, 
and believes, probably, that he has intuitively 
the same capacity to govern in peace as he 
had to command in w ar; but if he would have 
his name go down to posterity as a statesman 
lie must leave the camp and drop the sword— 
he must In time of peace respect above all 
things the civil law and civil liberty. 
And 
will he not have some regard for the anoma- 
lons and trying situation of those poor South­ 
erners, who, though th3y erred, are a brave 
^nd^hlgh-s^Uuted people of our ^wn 
Mii 
blood? Can he not see the humiliating posi­ 
tion they are placed In, particularly in South 
Carolina, in being political slaves to their 
former domestic slaves—an intelligent 
and 
cultivated population put under the rule of 
ignorant and semi-savage negroes and corrupt 
strangers, who have little or no interest in 
the State, except to rob it? H as he no bowels 
of compassion for these unfortunate people of 
our own blood under such trying circum­ 
stances? 
We think, as we said before, that 
he means well; but he has been led, doubt­ 
less, to extremo measures, which are cruel to 
the people of South C.irollua and dangerous 
to civil liberty, by partisan and narrow­ 
minded politicians, who care only for their 
own immediate 
interests. 
The 
President 
should know that he can make more political 
capital and win the good will of ibe generous 
American people, both North and South, 
more by a kind and liberal policy to tho 
Southerners than by military coercion. 
“ Let 
US have peace," seems to be his favorite 
motto, and he can have peace In Hie South, as 
well os good will everywhere, by abandoning 
bis military idea of government and making 
the civil law supreme In every section of our 
common country.

Tlie Franco-German Treaty has been 
ratified both at Paris and at Berlin. 
Accord­ 
ing to this morning’s news the ratification 
gives great satisfaction in Paris ; and, for his 
share in (he condnct of the negotiations, M. 
Pouyer-Qiierticr has received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 
The treaty is a gain to 
France, inasmuch as it provides for tho com­ 
plete evacuation of French territory by the 
German troops at a much earlier dale than 
that sHpnlated in the original Peace Treaty. 
By tho end of this je a ^ If nothing occurs to 
roar the arraagementa which have been made, | 
France will bo restored to heraéííí It appears, ' 
however, that the six deparlm^'nts about to be 
evacuated by the Germans are to be regarded 
as neutral territory until the Indemnity is fully 
paid. Not until I’.ien, unless some fresh agree­ 
ment is entered Into, may the troops of France 
take up stations nearer the Rhine. The treaty 
Is a gain to Germany, inasmuch as it secures 
for her newly annexed territories n market 
for their industrial products. 
Alsace is a 
groat centre of manufacturing Industry. 
In 
one branch of iiidnslry it numbers no fewer 
than 1,C3.'l,3;"2 cotton spindles.

The most remarkable and tlie most 
ing fact in cfmnectlon with (hese late dp.stsMO- 
live Western Arcs is the fact that, in mosl 
cases, they were driven forward by fierce 
winds, of the character of hurricanes. 
Thus, 
at Peshtego, the rushing fire through the 
woods came down iqion tho devoted village 
with such rapidity that large rurabors of the 
flying inhabitants were overtaken and lost 
their lives. 
From various other places swept 
away by the forest fires in Wisconsin and 
Michigan we have the same molancholy story. 
Even at Chicago such was the unexampled 
rush of the flames from house to house and 
street to street that thousands of the bewil­ 
dered citizens escaping with their lives con­ 
sider it a miracle that they escaped at all. 
From experience and past observations in city 
fires they had calculated that the fire in trav­ 
ersing a certain numbor of blocks would occupy 
so much time, and they proceeded to pack up 
and prepare for moving as upon a margin of 
two, three or four hours of grace; but In 
hundreds of cas^s the flames were upon and 
around them while they were yet discussing 
what valuables they could take 
away aud 
what they would have to leave behind. 
The unparalleled rapidity of movemcnl and 
overwhelming destructiveness of these Western 
fires are chargeable to the fierce winds wliich 
fed them and swept them onward. 
But why 
these fierce winds, amonnting to hurricanes ? 
They are due to geographical causes. 
From 
Lake Michigan to the Rocky Mountains and 
from the British possosslona down to Mexico 
we have a region of great plains. 
Over these 
plains, 08 over the deserts of Africa and Asia 
and the pampe.s of South America, the winds 
have free ploy. 
In their free play they indulge 
in frequent tornadoes during tha spring and 
summer, and in long and heavy blows during 
the autumn and winter. 
In regard to the hur­ 
ricanes accompanying these Western fires they 
result, first, from the vacuum of light or rari- 
fied air created by the fire, aad next, in the 
outside current of denser air drawn into the 
vacuum. 
Then, as tlio effect upon tbo outside 
almbsphere from a great fire in an extensive 
plain must extend over an indefinite space, the 
incoming current to the fire from the outside 
pressure rapidly assumes the character of a 
hurricane. 
In a mountainous or billy country 
the wave of tho incoming air is broken up and 
out off; but on an extensive plain the wind 
gathers strength in proportion to the area 
affected, as the out|>ouriug water» from a mill 
dum gather strength in proportion to the size 
of the pond. 
We think that the Signal Service 
Bureau will sustain us in tho opinion th«t such 
was the effect upon the general atmosphere by 
thes? heavy fires in tho West that they contrl- 
b'lted very materially to bring up from the 
Gulf of Mexico the general raius whicli put 
them out. 
But apart from these gnieral causes and 
effects, experience within Hie last few years, 
including these late dcstnictlve fires, ban 
taught the pi-ople of the plains of tho We&t 
that they are liable to hurricanes, which iu a 
few minutes may sweep Hieir movable posses- 
sioDS from tho faco of the earth, by wind or 
water, or by wind and fire. Hence tho wisdom 
of deep and roomy cellar» to the houses of 
our Western farmers, for the safety of the 
family and tho preservation ot its valuables 
against tornadoes; and hence tlie danger of 
building up a Western city on the Eastern or 
European plan of narrow streets and compact 
blocks of combustible buildings. 
This lesson 
of adapting themselves and their homes to the 
peculiar accidents from winds, floods and fires 
to which they are naturally liable cannot too 
soon be learned and adapted by our Western 
people.

A suspension of the writ of habeas corpus 


by the federal government in any of tho States 
in a limo of genera! peace would have been 
regarded formerly as a very serious matter. 
Both Americans and English—all people of 
the Anglo-Saxon race—have ever carefully 
guarded their civil rights as protected by Ihe 
writ of habeas corpus, and have laken alarm 
at the first step to deprive them of these righls. 
The writ of habeas corpus has been regarded 
as the bulwark of liberty, and it is this which 
more than anything else led to the freedom 
that we enjoy. But limes have changed. 
Our 
late 
civil 
war 
and 
the 
de- 


moralization which resulted 
from 
it have 


destroyed in a 
measure that 
watchful- 


ness of the American people over their 
liberties and jealoasy of the encroachment 
of arbitrary 
power. 
Now the 
President 


of the United States suspends the writ of 
habeas corpus in a section of our common 
country and little notice of it is taken, as if 
it were a matter of ordinary occurrence or of 
no importance—as if, ia fact, no great princi- 
ple were involved. The proclamation of tha 
President, dated Washington, October 17, 
1871, which was published in our issue last 
Wednesday, places the counties of Spartan- 
burg, York, Marion, Chester, Laurens, New- 
bury, Fairfield, Lancaster and ChesterBeld, 


Carolina, under martial law, on ths 


ground that combinations and conspiracies 
exist to obstruct and hinder the execution of 
the civil law, and that the federal government 
is called upon to suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus and to govern by military authority, 
in accordance with the act of Congress passed 
last April. If the public mind were not so 
demoralized and so indifferent to this eser- 
ciss of military authority in time of general 
peace there would be a more searching in- 
quiry as to the causes for or necessity of this 
extraordinary action of the government. 


Fortunately, the independent press of this 


country is free to discuss the conduct of the 
government and to call public attention to 
this important matter. 
The independent 


press, as Junius said, is the palladium of our 
civil and religious liberties. Let us see, then, 
what foundation there was for proclaiming 


authority if (he government should wish to 
strain tlit- law for that purpose or hud a poli- 
tical object <o accomplish ? 


1'lie President believes, perhaps, he is doin" 


Ins duly. We are not willing to think other- 
wise. 
Bui, unfortunately, he is not a civilian, 


and has little opportunity to sludy State affairs 
in the light of eivilvand constitutional law. 
His training has been military and his mind 
is imbued with military ideas. No doubt he 
is a patriot and wishes well to the country, 
and believes, probably, that he has intuitively 
the same capacity to govern in peace as he 
had to command in war; but if he would have 
bis name go down to posterity as a statesman

he must leave the camp and drop the sword- 
he must in time of peace respect above all 
things the civil law and civil liberty. 
And 


will he not have some regard for the anoma- 
lous and trying situation of those poor South- 
erners, who, though they erred, are a brave 
and high-spirited people of our own race and 
blood? Can he not see the humiliating posi- 
tion they are placed in, particularly in South 
Carolina, in being political slaves to their 
former domestic slaves—an .intelligent 
and 


cultivated population put under tbe rule of 
ignorant and semi-savage negroes and corrupt 
strangers, who have little or no interest in 
tbe State, exccpi to rob it? Has he no bowels 
of compassion for these unfortunate people of 
our own blood under such trying circum- 
stances?

T!ie Franco-German Treaty. 


The Alsatian difficulty, regarding which so 


much has been written of late, has been got 
over. The Franco-German Treaty has been 
ratified both at Paris and at Berlin. Accord- 
ing to this morning's news the ratification 
gives great satisfaction in Paris ; and, for his 
share in tbe conduct of the negotiations, M. 
Pooyer-Quertier has received the Cross of the 


of Honor. The treaty is a gain to 


France, inasmuch as it provides for the com- 
pete evacuation of French territory by the 
German troops at a much earlier date than 
that stipulated ia the original Peace Treaty 
By the end of this year, if nothing occurs to 
mar the arrangements which have been made 
France will be restored'to herself. It appears,' 
however, that the six departments about to be 
evacuated by the Germans are to be regarded 
as neutral territory until the indemnify fs fully 
paid. Not until then, unless some fresh agree- 
ment is entered into, may tne troops of France 
take up'stations nearer the Khine. The treaty 
is a. gain to Germany, inasmuch as it secures 
for her newly annexed territories a market 
for their, industrial products. Alsace Is a 
great centre of manufacturing industry. In 
one branch of industry It numbers no fewer 
than 1,633,852 cotton spindles. 
The Impor- 


tance of this addition to the cotton manufactur- 
ing power of Germany wtjl be understood 
when it is known that Id ffie wiote Zoliverein 
there are only 3,000,000 spindles.

In regard to the hur- 
ricanes accompanying these Western fires they 
result, first, from the vacuum of light or rarl- 
fied air created by the fire, and next, in the' 
outside current of denser air drawn into the 
vacuum. Then, as the effect upon the outside 
atmosphere from a great fixe in an extensive 
plain must extend over aa indefinite space, the 
incoming current to the fire from the outside 
pressure rapidly assumes the character of a 
hurricane. Ia a mountainous or hilly country 
the wave of the incoming air is broken up and 
cut off; but on an extensive plain the wind 
gathers strength In proportion to the area 
affected, as the outpouring waters from a mill 
dam gather strength in proportion to the size 
of the pond. We think that the Signal Service 
Bureau will sustain us in the opinion that such 
was the effect upon the general atmosphere by 
ihess heavy fires In the West that they contri- 
i)jted very materially to bring up from the 
Gulf of Mexico the general raias which put 
hem out. 
But apart from taese general causes and 


effects, experience within the last few years, 
including these late destructive fires, haa 
taught the people of the plains of the West 
that they are liable to hurricanes, which In a 
few minutes may sweep their movable possss- 
sions from the face of the earth, by wind or 
water, or by wind and fire. Hence the wisdom 
of deep and roomy cellars to the houses of 
our Western farmers, for the safety of the 
family and the preservation ot Its valuables 
against tornadoes; and hence the danger of 
building up a Western city on the Eastern or 
European plan of narrow streets and compact 
blocks of combustible bulidinjjs. 
This lesson 


of adapting themselves and thjir homes to the 
peculiar accidents from, winds, floods a'nd fires 
to which they are naturally liable cannot too 
soon be learned and adapted by onr Western 
people.
